AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AMENDING THE 1989 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AS ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED; AMENDING THE HOUSING ELEMENT 
(TO REVISE AND UPDATE CONSISTENT WITH THE MANAGED 


GROWTH TIER SYSTEM); THE HEALTH AND HUMAN 
SERVICES ELEMENT (TO REORGANIZE AND REVISE THE 
ELEMENT); AND LIBRARY SERVICES ELEMENT (TO 


REVISE, UPDATE AND REFORMAT THE ELEMENT); AND 
AMENDING ALL ELEMENTS AS NECESSARY; PROVIDING FOR 
REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 1989 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN; AND PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE 
WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by Ordinance 
No. 89-17; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 
II, Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners have 
initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan in 
order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public cf Palm 
Beach County; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
its public hearings on February 2, 9, 23 and March 9, 2001 to review 
the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan 
and made recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm 
Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, 
Part II, Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, as 
the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public hearing 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on March 26 and 
April 10, 2001 to review the recommendations of the Local Planning 
Agency,  whereupon the Board of County Commissioners authorized 
transmittal of proposed amendments to the Department of Community 
Affairs for review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part ТТ, 
Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on July 1, 2001 the 
Department of Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, and 


Comments Report,” dated June 29, 2001 which was the Department's 


written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 


to 


WHEREAS, the written comments submitted by the Department of 
Community Affairs contained no objections to the amendments contained 


in this ordinance; 


WHEREAS, on August 27, 2001 the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written comments 
submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to consider 
adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners has 
determined that the amendments comply with all requirements of the 
Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulations Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD ОЕ COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Part I. Amendments to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

Amendments to the following Element of the 1989 Comprehensive 
Plan are hereby adopted and attached to this Ordinance in Exhibit 1: 

A. Housing Element, to revise and update consistent with the 

Managed Growth Tier System; 

B. Health and Human Services Element, to reorganize and revise 

the element; and 

С; Library Services Element, to revise, update and reformat 

the element; 

D. And amending all elements аз necessary for internal 

consistency. 

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area 
of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this Ordinance is гог any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect 
the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Part ТУ. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part 


of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections of the 


Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplisn such, and the

А. Housing Element, MGTS Housing Policies 


REVISIONS: To revise and update. The revisions are numbered below, and shown with the 
added text underlined, and the deleted text struck-out. 


Objective 1.1: Provision of Affordable Housing 


1; Revised Policy 1.1-1: Тһе Department of Housing and Community Development with 
the assistance of the Commission on Affordable Housing shall continue to coordinate 
with the municipalities in the provision of affordable housing within their city limits, to 
assist the County with the provision of affordable housing pursuant to the requirements 
of Section 9J-5.010(3)(c)10., F.A.C.. Among the strategies to be explored are: 


1) Tax abatements; 

2) Provision of infrastructure for affordable projects by practices such as tax 
increment financing; 

3) Conveyance of public property; 

4) Payment into the County's Housing Trust Fund; and 

5) Incentives and interlocal agreements with municipalities that will assist the 
County with the provision of affordable housing, including matching fund 
programs, in order to assist in efforts to provide affordable housing units within 
the Revitalization and Redevelopment Overlay and CDBG Target Areas. 


2; New Policy 1.1-u: The Commission on Affordable Housing and Housing and 
Community Development Department shall provide assistance, including financial and/or 
technical assistance, to home buyers within the Revitalization and Redevelopment 
Overlay and CDBG Target Areas to purchase adjacent or attached housing units to a 
maximum of 4 units with the provision that one unit be occupied by the purchaser, and 
the additional units be rented to very low and/or low income households. 


3. New Policy 1.1-v: The Commission on Affordable Housing and Housing and 
Community Development Department shall direct at least 25 96 of applicable housing 
program funds and community development program funds to areas within the 
Revitalization and Redevelopment Overlay and CDBG Target Areas. 


Objective 1.5: Concentrations of Affordable Housing 


4. New Policy 1.5-d: The Commission on Affordable Housing, Housing and Community 
Development Department, and Planning Division shall pursue changes to Federal and 
State affordable housing funding program regulations which may presently require а 
proposed housing development to be 100% affordable in order to be eligible for receipt 
of the program funds. 


B. New Policy 1.5-e: The Department of Housing and Community Development with the 
assistance of the Commission on Affordable Housing shall provide incentives to increase 
the presence of moderate, or higher income households within areas of high 
concentrations of affordable housing. These incentives may include subsidy programs 
to reduce the purchase cost of units, and/or regulatory relief to facilitate the rehabilitation 
of housing units. 


6. New Policy 1.5-f: The Planning, Zoning and Building Department shall revise the 
Unified Land Development Code (ULDC) to eliminate processing fees for residential 
Zoning petitions which are for the purpose of providing affordable housing units in areas 
of low concentrations of very low and low income households.

Housing Element, Relocation of Existing Policy Language 


Objective 1.1: Provision of Affordable Housing 


1. 


Revised Policy 1.5-b: Тһе County shall continue to provide for affordable housing 
utilizing the Voluntary Density Bonus Program (VDBP) which allows for an increase in 
permitted density in exchange for the construction of affordable housing on site or off- 
site; or a payment in-lieu-of construction of very low income housing units into the 
Housing Trust Fund; or a combination of construction and an in-lieu payment. In order 
to discourage concentrations of affordable housing, the ULDC requirements shall include 
an analysis of very low and low income household concentrations to assess the potential 
impact of the VDB. A VDB development shall at a minimum provide 40 % of the bonus 
units as affordable housing units, provide guarantees which maintain affordability which 
includes appropriate legal assurances that the project shall be occupied only by very-low 
and low-income families for at least 10 years for a for-sale development or at least 15 
years for a rental development, distribute а! affordable units throughout the 
development, provide varied bedroom and floor area options similar to those of the 
affordable units within the development and also distribute very low and low income 
households equitably so that there is no undue concentration, within the County, due to 
the VDB. The Planning Division shall continue to be responsible for implementation of 
this program. The Land Use Advisory Board shall be responsible for recommending the 
maximum density to be allowed under this program. All VDBP petitions shall be 
approved, approved with conditions, or denied by the Board of County Commissioners. 


Revised Policy 1.1-f: The County shall continue to expand the housing stock through 
the utilization of the Affordable Housing Trust Fund and other efforts to identify and 
secure additional funding sources; including: 


The Affordable Housing Trust Fund will continue to provide subordinate below-market 
interest rate financing and/or grants for land acquisition, construction and other related 
costs for the development of affordable housing units countywide. Тһе Fund will 
continue to assist not-for profit facilitators with pre-development expenses associated 
with very low and low income housing development. Some disbursements from the 
Housing Trust Fund will be grants, but the majority of funds should be revolving loans, 
with borrowers paying back into the trust; thereby ensuring a permanent source of 
financing. The County shall require that interest and loan principal repayments from 
Housing Trust Fund grants and loans be returned to the Housing Trust Fund. 


The Housing Trust Fund, through the continuation of the Hardship Fee Program, and the 


. Rental Impact Fee Assistance/Competitive Program, shall allow for the payment of 
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Impact Fees for newly constructed housing units for very low and low income families. 
The Housing Trust Fund shall make payments directly to the appropriate Impact Fee 
Trust Funds when financing such Impact Fee payments.

Objective 1.5: Concentrations of Affordable Housing

B. 


New Policy 1.5-c: The County shall continue to provide affordable housing utilizing the 
Voluntary Density Bonus Program (VDBP) in accordance with Section 6.9 of the Unified 
Land Development Code, which allows for an increase in permitted density in exchange 
for the construction of affordable housing on site or off-site; or а payment in-lieu-of 
construction of very low income housing units into the Housing Trust Fund; or a 
combination of construction and an in-lieu payment. Residential development 
participating in the program may pay a fee in-lieu-of construction into the Housing Trust 
Fund, on a per unit basis, equal to 1.2 times the housing unit's production cost. The 
program also includes an analysis of very low and low income household concentrations 
to assess the impact of the VDB. The Planning Division shall continue to be responsible 
for implementation of this program. 


Development that is eligible for the voluntary density bonus must: 


. be located within the Urban Suburban Tier; 


. demonstrate its ability to meet а! concurrency requirements at the level of impact 
calculated at the "bonus" density or intensity; and 


. demonstrate proximity to public transportation and employment opportunities. 
The Land Use Advisory Board shall be responsible for recommending the maximum 


density allowed under this program. А! VDBP petitions shall be approved, approved 
with conditions, or denied by the Board of County Commissioners.

А. Purpose 


The Health and Human Services Element is an optional Element under Rule 9J-5, F.A.C. Palm 
Beach County decided in 1989 to create this optional Element in recoanition of the importance 
of managing the County's responsibilities of providing health and human services. This Element 
complies with the requirements of Rule 9J-5 F.A.C. for optional Elements. 
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В. Assessment and Conclusions 


The Health and Human Services Element was adopted іп 1989 and substantially revised in 
1997 as a result of the Evaluation and Appraisal Report (EAR) and Comprehensive Plan 


mandates. 


The amendments to the Element in 1997 focused on the following four (4) issues/problems: 


a. Lack of a database that was maintained and updated, 

b. Lack of explicit organizational accountability for implementing, monitoring and 
measuring goals, objectives and policies, 

б: lack of а clear delineation of the role of the Board of County Commissioners іп 
their planning, funding and provider role; and, 

d. lack of adequate monies. 


To resolve the issues listed above and to make the Element а more dynamic document which 
would better meet the needs of Palm Beach County residents, the Citizens Advisory Committee 
on Health and Human Services subsequently recommended to revise the Goals, Objectives and 
Policies to ensure achievability, measurability and effective implementation monitoring. 


The revised Element expressly identifies the County's role in funding, providing, and/or 
supporting the delivery of health and human services; it also defines the County's relationship 
with other funders and providers of services for the purpose of maximizing the resources and 
benefits available to Palm Beach County residents. 


B. REVISED GOAL 1: 
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Exhibit 1 15 Text Revisions 


GOAL 1: LOCAL PUBLIC HEALTH SYSTEM 


Palm Beach County shall promote, protect, maintain and improve the health and safety of its 
residents and visitors. This will be accomplished by Бета a key participant in a local public 
health system. 


The responsibilities of the participants іп а local public health system include: monitoring 
population health status: investigating and diagnosing community health problems and hazards; 
implementing prevention strategies; linking people with needed personal health services; 
assuring a competent health care and safety workforce; promoting mechanisms to evaluate 
effectiveness and quality of health services; mobilizing partnerships to identify and solve health 
and safety problems; policy development; and, enforcement of laws and requlations that protect 
health and safety. 


OBJECTIVE 1.1 Public Safety 

Palm Beach County will be a lead organization for the preservation of public safety and the 
enforcement of laws and regulations that protect health and safety. As a lead organization, 
Palm Beach County will establish cooperative and contractual linkages with federal, state and 
local organizations to fulfill its role and assure the integrity of the local public health system. 


Policy 1.1-a: Palm Beach County will maintain a safe work environment for its 
employees and visitors to County facilities. 


Policy 1.1-b: Palm Beach County will protect residents and visitors from environmental 
hazards in public, private and recreational areas. 


Policy 1.1-c: Palm Beach County will collaborate with agencies who survey health 
| status, plan and provide services, and monitor systems of care, іп order to improve 
service delivery and health outcomes for recipients of County services. 


Policy 1.1-d: Palm Beach County will support programs, provide services and 
collaborate with other organizations with respect to the prevention and intervention of 
identified population-based health and safety issues. 


Policy 1.1-e: Palm Beach County will enforce regulations and laws that protect the 
health and safety of its residents and visitors. 


Policy 1.1-f: Palm Beach County will support and fund initiatives that train and retain 
health workers and safety officers. 


Policy 1.1-а: Palm Beach County will protect the safety of its residents and visitors by 
developing disaster and emergency management plans and maintaining and 
implementing programs and services supportive of those plans. 
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Policy 1.1-h: Palm Beach County will evaluate and advocate program and services that 


enable those affected by reform initiatives to maintain or improve their health status and 
reduce safety risks.

GOAL 2: HUMAN SERVICES 


Palm Beach County will provide for, and contribute to, a continuum of human services that 
enhances the quality of life for all residents. Palm Beach County will also coordinate with other 
health and social service organizations in order to foster a seamless delivery system. 


OBJECTIVE 2.1 Protection of Vulnerable Populations 


Palm Beach County will promote, fund and provide services that protect vulnerable populations, 
with specific focus on reducing the incidence of abuse, neglect and exploitation, 


institutionalization. and at risk status. 


Policy 2.1-a: The County will coordinate with other governmental and community 
organizations to identify the issues affecting abuse and neglect, institutionalization and 
at risk status of vulnerable populations. 


Policy 2.1-b: The County will advocate for services and funding to address the self- 
sufficiency and economic stability of vulnerable populations. Such efforts may include 
the provision of local match dollars and allocation of resources. 


Policy 2.1-c: The Department of Community Services will coordinate and complement 
services with other governmental and nonprofit organizations to minimize duplication of 
human and fiscal resources. This will be accomplished by maintaining policies regarding 
eligibility determination and services. 


Policy 2.1-d: The Division of Human Services/Veterans Services will assist eligible 
individuals and families attain economic stability and self-sufficiency through case 
management services and provision of support services (emergency, economic stability 
and self-sufficiency services). 


Policy 2.1-e: On an annual basis, the Division of Human Services/Veterans Services 
will establish and monitor performance standards with regard to client outcomes. These 
outcomes will be based on Individual Service Plans, and measured by staff caseload, 


service utilization and other indicators. 


Policy 2.1-f: The Community Action Program will operate service centers which provide 
family self-sufficiency, emergency food and shelter, clothing and household items, utility 
assistance, and other support services to low income individuals and families. 


Policy 2.1-а: The Division of Senior Services will report incidents of abuse, neglect and 
exploitation to the Dept. of Children and Families, Adult Protective Services. If a referral 
is made by Adult Protective Services to the Division of Senior Services, the Division shall 
respond within 72 hours for individuals designated as high risk. 


Policy 2.1-h: As one of two lead agencies for the Florida Department of Elder Affairs, 
the Division of Senior Services will provide services that enable adults age 60 and older 
to remain in the least restrictive setting. These services may include home delivered 
and congregate meals, respite care, personal care, homemaker services, caregiver 
stipends, adult day care, and case management for residents of northern and western 
Palm Beach County. (Services in southern Palm Beach County are provided by the Mae 
Volen Senior Center) 
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Policy 2.1-і: The Division of Senior Services will coordinate with Jewish Family and 
Children Services and the Alzheimer's Community Care Association to avoid duplication 
of administrative processes and services by utilizing the CIRTS database for 


documentation. 


Policy 2.1-j: The Department of Public Safety, Division of Youth Affairs, will provide 
prevention and intervention services to divert at risk youth from the juvenile justice 


system. 
OBJECTIVE 2.2 Access to Care 


Palm Beach County will promote and provide services that improve access to affordable health 


care. 


Policy 2.2-a: The Department of Community Services will coordinate with the Health 
Care District as a collaborative agency to issue temporary eligibility for pharmaceutical 
and physician services (as defined in the benefits option) for its clients. 


Policy 2.2-b: The Division of Human Services/Veterans Services will provide technical 
assistance to veterans with regard to enrollment and adjudication of medical benefits. 


Policy 2.2-c: Тһе Head Start and Children Services Program will provide health 
services to enrolled children, including medical, dental, mental health, vision, hearing, 
and developmental assessment and therapies. 


Policy 2.2-d: The County will administer and monitor arant compliance with the Ryan 
White Comprehensive AIDS program (Title |). Contracted health services include 


medical, dental, mental health, substance abuse, home care and rehabilitation care. 


OBJECTIVE 2.3 Transportation 


Palm Beach County will support initiatives that expand and improve service to persons who 
need public transportation. Such efforts will be consistent with the goals and objectives 
delineated in the Transportation Element. 


Policy 2.3-a: The Department of Community Services will collect and analyze data from 
departmental information systems and other qualitative means with regard to 
transportation needs of clients. 


Policy 2.3-b: The Department of Community Services will share data with Palm Tran 
regarding the needs of clients who are transportation disadvantaged. 


OBJECTIVE 2.4 Housing 


Palm Beach County will support initiatives that expand the supply of affordable housing and 
reduce the incidence of substandard housing. Such efforts will be consistent with the goals and 
objectives delineated in the Housing Element. 


Policy 2.4-a: The Department of Community Services will collect and analyze data from 
departmental information systems and other qualitative means with regard to housing 


needs of clients. 


Policy 2.4-b: The Department of Community Services will share data and coordinate 
with the Department of Housing and Community Development and Division of Code 


Enforcement in their efforts to plan and fund affordable housing and enforce housinq 
standards. 


OBJECTIVE 2.5 Reducing Poverty 


Palm Beach County will promote, fund and provide initiatives that reduce the incidence of 
poverty. Such efforts will be consistent with the goals and objectives delineated in the 


Economic Element. 


Policy 2.5-a: The County will advocate services and funding to address self-sufficiency 
and economic stability. Such efforts may include the provision of local match dollars and 


allocation of resources. 


Policy 2.5-b: The Department of Community Services will collect and analyze data from 
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departmental information systems and other qualitative means with regard to economic 


needs of clients. 


Policy 2.5-c: The Adult Migrant and Seasonal Farmworker Program will assist eligible 
individuals to learn new employment skills. This will be accomplished by providing 
basic/job skills training, job readiness, high school equivalency preparation, counseling 
and support. 


Policy 2.5-d: The Senior Aid/Senior Employment Program will assist eligible adults 55 
years and older obtain employment. This will be accomplished by providing on-the-iob 
training, job interview coaching, resume development, work experience development, 
and job placement. 


Policy 2.5-e: The Department of Community Services will share data with the Office of 
Economic Development and other organizations who plan and develop economic growth 


and job training. 


Policy 2.5-f: The County will provide local match funds for Title 20 subsidized child 
care. The purpose of this match to provide economic support to low-income, working 


parents. 
OBJECTIVE 2.6 Reducing Homelessness 


Palm Beach County will fund and provide prevention and intervention services that reduce the 
incidence of homeless individuals and families. Such efforts will be consistent with the goals 
and objectives delineated in the Housing Element. 


Policy 2.6-a: On an annual basis, the Division of Human Services/Veterans Services 
will participate in the assessment of utilization levels, need, and service gaps, and the 
delineation of roles and responsibilities among providers who serve homeless individuals 
and families in Palm Beach County. This assessment will be used to apply for HUD and 
other funds to serve the homeless, as well as avoid duplication of effort and resources 
among providers. 


Policy 2.6-b: The Division of Human Services/Veterans Services will assist homeless 
individuals (emancipated minors and adults over age 18) by providing eviction 
prevention services, outreach and assessment services, emergency shelter and 
transitional housing. Eligible individuals may be referred for self-sufficiency services 


within the Division. 


Policy 2.6-c: The Division of Human Services/Veterans Services will administer the 
: Homeless Hotline, which is the entry point in the continuum of care for all individuals and 
families served by the Palm Beach County Continuum of Care Collaborative. 


Policy 2.6-d: The Division of Human Services/Veterans Services will utilize the Client 
Services Network service provider database for client documentation to avoid duplication 
of administrative processes and transmit pertinent information across the continuum of 


care. 


OBJECTIVE 2.7 Advocacy 


Palm Beach County will evaluate and advocate programs and services that enable those 
affected by reform initiatives to maintain or improve family and economic stability and self- 
sufficiency. 


Policy 2.7-a: The Division of Human Services/Veterans Services will collect data during 
FY 01/02 from Financially Assisted Agency service providers regarding clients who may 
be WAGES eligible. The purpose of this project is to retain surplus TANF funds for pre- 
vocational training and services in Palm Beach County. 


GOAL 3: BEHAVIORAL HEALTH 


(Goal 3 is not proposed for revision in this amendment round, and is omitted for brevity.) 
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О. REVISED GOAL 4:

Palm Beach County shall assure” the intearity® of public health, behavioral health and human 
service systems of care’, within the scope of its authority and responsibility. Such assurance 
requires collaboration with other organizations who plan, provide and/or fund these services. 


Palm Beach County will focus on sustaining core services within the systems of care by: 
defining basic needs; surveying emergent/uraent needs; prioritizing resources to address the 
needs; and, directing benefits to the affected public. 


OBJECTIVE 4.1 Collaboration for System Development 
Palm Beach County will collaborate with other bodies who oversee health and human services

Policy 4.1-c: The County, through its CAC/HHS and in collaboration with other entities 
will assess the gaps in the systems relative to the core services. 


OBJECTIVE 4.2 Localize Service Delivery 
Palm Beach County will localize health and human services, and take action to affect service 


delivery. 
Policy 4.2-a: The County will develop an action plan that specifies resources, capability 


and capacity to fill the core service gaps and/or emergent needs, appropriate to the 
County's responsibilities and authority. 


Policy 4.2-b: Allocation of County funds will take into consideration core services gaps. 
OBJECTIVE 4.3 Sustain Systems of Care 
Palm Beach County will advocate for services and funding that sustain the systems of care.
